‘To conclude our notice of the treaty 
ports of China, we have now to sum- 
marise the returns from the six ports 
that gave a smaller revenue in 1891 
than in 1890. ‘Those comprised one 
northern port, Chefoo ; two river ports, 
Ichang and Chinkiang ; two coast ports, 
Foochow and Amoy; and one island 
port, Kiungehow, In Chefoo the main 
decline was in the import duty ; there 
was a gain in coast trade duty, and a 
slight decrease in opium duty and likin, 
In imports there was a general decline 
in cotton goods, with the exception of 
American drills and sheetings, which 
showed a marked advance, while Indian 
yarn rose from 22,878 to 30,657 piculs. 
Woollens and metals were about up to 
last year; foreign and native sundries 
were fully up to the average, but while 
no foreign coal, was imported, Kaiping 
coal rose from 1,917 to 10,330 tons, 
In exports, there was a large increase 
in beancake, and a falling-off in silk of 
all kinds, except pongees, and in straw 
braid, both white and mottled. No 
use is made of transit passes in Chefoo. 

The decline in the revenue collected 
at Ichang was enormous, and was not 
nearly made up by the collection at 
Chungking. Export duty fell from 
Ts. 26,600 to ‘I's. 3,300, and transit 
dues from T's. 21,900 to Ts. 1,800. 
Under these two heads there was a total 
decline of over 'I'ls. 43,000, ‘I'he loss 
in the export duty was compensated by 
the Tis, 24,800 of export duty paid at 
Chungking, while the decline of over 
‘Tis. 20,000 in transit dues is the saving 
that has accrued to trade through the 
opening of the new port. The actual 
imports into Ichang were larger than in 
1890, grey shirtings rising from 63,266 
to 93,815 pieces, and Indian yarn from 
10,644 to 26,491 piculs. Exports, of 
course, declined, but that is because so 
large a proportion of what were classed 
formerly as exports have now become 
re-exports ; the two together being fully 
up to former years. The decline in the 
| internal transit business is marked by 
the reduction in the number of passes 
issued from 1,266 in 1890 to 233 in 
1891. 

The decline in the collection at 
Chinkiang was under the heads of ex- 
port duty and opium duty and likin, 
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The imports of cottons and woollens 
during the quarter were generally below 
last year's, though Indian yarn rose 
from 4,410 to 6,342 piculs, and un- 
classed woollen goods were slightly in 
excess. ‘I'here was a heavy decline in 
nail-rod iron, but foreign and native 
sundries were well up to the average. 
In exports there was a decline in duty- 
paying rice aud wheat with an increase 
in free and tribute rice; an increase 
in beans, and a considerable decrease 
in wheat. Seeds and refuse silk also 
inereased considerably. Chiukiang is 
the chief seat of internal transit, and 
2,191 passes were issued and 231 sur- 
rendered 1891, against 2,498 and 
255 respectively in 1890. 

Tn Foochow, as regards the heads 
under which the revenue declined this 
year, the case was the same as at 
Chinkiang. ‘The import of cottons, 
woollens and metals was well up to 
last year’s, while there was a consider- 
able’ improvement in grey sbirtings, 
blankets, lead, and steel. Cotton yarn 
is gradually forcing its way into con- 
sumption, the import being of English 
203 and of Indian 564 piculs, against 
15 and 84 pieale respectively in 1890. 
Foreign and native sundries showed a 
general improvement, the ouly marked 
decrease being in rice, which is a sign 
of better harvests locally. Exports on 
the whole were up to the average, with 
the exception of black tea, the decline 
in which, from 211,000 to 202,000 
piculs fully accounted for the reduced 
revenue in the quarter. Black brick 
tea rose from 4,262 to 12,309 piculs, 
A larger business was done in interval 
transit, the passes issued numbering 
773. against 524 last year. No passes 
were surrendered, 

‘The falling off in the revenue at 
Amoy ouly amounted to about 3} per 
ceut., and it came altogether under the 
heads of opium duty and likin, 1,411 
iculs of the drag having been imported 
this year against 1,585 in 1890. Of cot- 
tons and woollens the imports were fairly 
good, though 'l-cloths showed a decline, 
aud Indian yarn fell from 15,040 to 
13,921 piculs. Metals, too, showed a 
decline, but foreign and native sun- 
dries were well maintained, the imports 
of kerosene oil for the last four 
years being respectively 18,770, 49,990, 
703,850, and 1,251,100 gallons. In 
exports, there was a very considerable 
falling-off in sugar of all kinds, while 
oolong tea rose frum 77,378 to 18,865 
pizuls The use of transit passes is 
fully recognised at Amoy, 172 having 
been issued and 95 surrendered, against 
201 aud 105 respectively last year, and 
102 and 137 in 1889. 

In Kiungchow the decline in the 
revenue last quarter amounted to about 
80 per cent., and occurred under every 
heading except import duty. ‘There 
was a slight declive in the import of 
cotton goods, while woollens and metals 
were well maintained. Foreign sundries, 
with the exception of matches and rice, 
fell off; native sundries showed an 
advance all round. In exports there 














was a gain in eggs, pigs, deerski 
tobacco, and other trifles ; and a falling 
off in galangal, seeds, and shite sugar. 
Five transit passes were surrendered 
during the quarter, against 12 in 1890. 
Whe decline in the import of opium, of 
which only 11 piculs passed through 
the foreign customs, against 79 piculs 
in 1890, 113 in 1889, and 144 in 1888, 
is due to the landing of contraband 
drug at unopened ports on the coast of 
Hainan.

The first. need is for a 
Jaryer appropriation, | We should have not 
less than $500 annually for the regular ad- 
dition to our drugs and medicines. We are 
in very great need of an appropriation for 
surgical instruments, of which our supply 
ig pitifully small, From $300 to $500 could 
be very wisely added to the supply of instru- 
meute with very great adv: 
surgical operativus and th 
should have another $500 for additional 
Duildings for wards, chiefly the woman's 
wards, There should be » building also 
for the assistants, two of whom are here 
with their families, It may be possible 
that some benevolent friends at home, see- 
ing our special needs, will be glad to take 
an active share in our work by adding to 
our financial resources without calling for 
fa special appropriation, We are still f 
ther in need of a room, where the ladies 
who have been most ‘constant in their 
faithful instruction of the women in the 
wards, may meet them in a quiet place 
apart from the bustle and disturbance of 
the general room.

THE REBELLION IN THE 
NORTH—I. 
80th Nov. 

We issued on Sunday morning the 
following extra 

“News has been received of the out- 
break of a serious rebellion in Manchuria, 
about 200 miles north-east of Peking. 
The rebels, who are well organised 
aud under the command of a famous 
Llama priest, have defeated 4,000 
Imperialists, killing 700 of them, have 
taken the town of Chaoyang, killing 
the mandarin in charge, and are re- 
ported to have massacred the Christians 
in Kinchow. ‘hey are believed to be 
marching on Peking. Six. thousand 
troops have been sent against them 
from Tientsin, aud the situation will be 
very critical in ‘Tientsin and Peking, 
should these troops also be defeated.” 

About the existence of the rebellion 
there is now no question. It will be 
found alluded to in our Newchwang 
correspondent’s letter, and in one of 
the Reuter’s telegrams, published this 
morning. ‘The English Poreign Office 
has, we understand, wired out for in- 
formation about it, and the news that 
the Viceroy Li has despatched six 
thousand of his troops to the scene of 
disturbance, and that if they are un- 
successful, matters will be very critical 
at Peking and Tientsin, comes from offi- 
cial sources. What is the pretext for the 
rising we do not yet know, nor whether 
it is a distinct afair,or is connected with 
the abortive rising in Fukien, and the 
troubles on the Yangtze. It seems, 
however, evident that there is more 





dissatisfaction with the government ; 


simmering throughout the Empire than 
we had believed. One thing, however, 
wedo not understand, It is telegraphed 
that matters will be serious at Peking 
and 'Tientsin if the six thousand men 
that Li Hung-chang has sent are un- 
successful. But the Viceroy is sup- 
posed to have at his commond at 
least. thirty thousand well-disciplined 
troops, and there is also the Peking 
Field Force. Are not they to be relie 

on to protect Peking and ‘Tientsin ? 
It has been objected that it is most 
improbable that an enterprise such as 
this rebellion should be undertaken at 
this time of year: but is it not posei- 
ble that the rebels have designedly 
waited until the ice would prevent 
reinforcements being brought to the 
northern ports by sea? 

We heartily echo our Newchwang 
correspondent’s prayer that the rebels 
will go westward and not to that utterly 
unprotected port. It is characteristic 
of the foreign Ministers at Peking 
that they have not even vouchsafed to 
answer the recent request of the foreign 
residents at Newehwang for a gunboat 
this winter. It is well known that 
large quantities of modern arms and am- 
munition have been smuggled into the 
northern ports during the last year or 
so, and we now wait with interest to 





see whether the wave of rebellion will | 
reach the walls of Peking itself, or 
| whether the force that Li has sent will 
{be sufficient to calm it. But we may | 
well feel anxious for our friends in| 
| Peking and Newchwang.

THE HONGKONG SHARE 
ORDINANCE. 
2nd Dec. 

We suggested in a short paragraph the 
other day that buyers of shares on time 
from Hongkong should be careful to; 
have the numbers of the shares they 
buy inserted in their contracts. If not, 
if anything goes wrong, they will find 
that their seller in Hongkong is in the 
position of “heads I win, tails you 
lose ;” the contract they have accepted 
will be “null and void to all intents 
and purposes whatsoever” in Hong- 
kong, while the law here will hold them 
bound by their signature. here is 
believed to be a movement in Hong- 
kong at present to keep down the price 
of shares in good concerns, and this is 
done by selling for forward delivery at 
little better than cash prices. ‘lo do 
this, the operators have to “bear” the 
market ; that is, to sell shares they 
have not got in the hope of buying in 
at lower rates. Of course, all this is as 
well known as the alphabet to many of 
our readers, but we write for the bene- 
fit of those who are not so well in- 
structed, and who may be induced to 
buy by the temptation offered by the 
bears, without considering the effect of 
the new Hongkong Ordinance. ‘This 
has been the course of share busi- 
ness in Hongkong for years past, 
and a stroug endeavour has now been 
made to check it, and in their own 
interest those who buy shares from 
Hongkong should do all they can to back 
up this endeavour to put the business on 
a sounder footing. The Ordinance, o' 
course, does not interfere with those 
who sell for forward delivery shares 
which they have got, a perfectly legi- 
timate business. ‘Ihe intention is to 
check the disastrous gambling from 
which Hongkong is now suffering, and 
from which Shanghai suffered some 
eight or nine years ago. The following 
is the full text of the Ordinance in 
question, which has the merits of being 
























brief, to the point, and intelligible -— 


Sale and Purchase of Shares. 
No. 15 of 1891. 

‘An Ordinance enacted by the. Gov- 
eruor of Hongkong, with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council 
thereof, to amend the Law in respect 
of the sale of Shares in Companies 
registered under the Companies Ordi- 
nances 1865 to 1886 and in other Joint 
Stock Companies.

[30th July, 1891.] 


Whereas it is expedient to make 
provision for the prevention of contracts 
for the sale and purchase of shares and 
stock in joint stock Companies of which 
the sellers are not possessed or over 
which they have no control: Be it 
enacted by the Governor of Hongkong; 
with the advice aud consent of the 
Legislative Council thereof, as follows:— 


1. That all contracts, agreements 
and tokens of sale aud purchase which 
shall from and after the 1st October, 
1891, be made or entered into for the 
sale or transfer, of any share or shares, 
or of any stock or other interest in any 


| joint stock Company constituted under 


or regulated by the provisions of any 
Act of Parliament, auy local Ordinance, 
Royal Charter, or Letters Patent, issu- 
ing shares or stock transferable by any 
deed or written instrument, shall be 
null aud void to all intents and pur- 
poses whatsoever unless such contract, 
agreement, or other token shall set forth 


}and designate in writing such shares, 


stock, or interest by the respective 
numbers by which the same are dis- 
tinguished at the making of such 
contract, agreement, or token on the 
register or books of such joint stock 
Companies as aforesaid, or where there 
is no such register of shares or stock 
by distinguishing numbers, then unless 
such contract, agreement or other token 
shall set forth the person or persons 
in whose name or names such shares, 
stock, or interest shall at the time of 
making such contract stand as the re- 
gistered proprietor thereof in the books 
of such joint stock Companies, and 
every person whether principal, broker, 
or agent, who shall wilfully insert in 
any such contract, agreement, or other 
token any false entry of such numbers, 
or avy name or names other than that 
of the person or persons in whose name 
such shares, stock, or interest shall 
stand as aforesaid, shall be liable on 
conviction before a magistrate to a 
penalty not exceeding $250 or to im- 
prisonment with or without, hard labour 
for a term not exceeding 6 mouths.

THE COUNCIL AND THE WATER 
WORKS’ COMPANY. 
ord Dee. 
In the minutes of the meeting last week 
of the Municipal Council published in 
our yesterday's issue, there appeared 
two very important letters on the sub- 
ject of the purchase by the Municipal 
Council of he Shanghai Water Works 
Co's business aud plaut and property 
of all kinds. ‘I'he former letter is one 


from the company fixing the price of | 


their property and business at not less 
than two million taels Shanghai sycee ; 
the latter is an acknowledgment from 
the Chairman of the Council, assuming 
that it is understood that if the rate- 


charged them nothing for leave to lay 
their pipes under the public roads, ete. 
| Something would have to occur to 
cause very bitter antagonism between 
the Council and the Company. before 
the ratepayers would even take into 
consideration the question of erecting 
| rival waterworks; but it is still a possi- 
bility that should be taken into con- 
sideration in fixing a price. It is not 
right, too, to put future prospects at 
too high a figure, for any great exten- 
sion of demand would ‘wudoubtedly 
require a farther outlay in plaut and 
machinery. After all the two million 
taels fixed by the Directors is only the 
vendor's idea; the ratepayers have the 
| right, in accordance with the agreement 
with the Company, to have the price to 
be actually paid fixed by arbitration. 
Presuming that the sum was reduced by 
the arbitrators to one-and-a-half million 
taels, this would give the shareholders 
a net return of over 'I'ls. 200 a share, 
the present market price being ‘Is. 160 
a share, and the value of the assets, if 
divided, a little over T'ls. 100 a share. 
That would undoubtedly be a very 
satisfactory return. 

While we are strongly of opinion that 
the Council should own the works 
necessary for the supply of pure water 
to the Settlements, aud should give 
@ constant supply to every one, 
paid for by a universal water rate, and 
not as at present by a separate charge 
to each individual consumer, we doubt 
very much whether the ratepayers 
should entertain the proposition to buy 
the existing waterworks, even for 'I'ls, 
1,500,000. To provide interest and 
sinking-fund on the sum would require 
a net income from the water of at least 











Ts. 110,000, or double the company’s 
present net income, so that the water 
rate would press more heavily on con- 
sumers than the present charge does. 
‘The Council could not probably manage 
the business for much less than it now 
costs the Company, aud the management 
would add enormously to the labours of 
the Council. It is certain, too, that if 
water were made free to all, the con- 
sumption would be greatly increased, 
but against this may be set the im- 
provement in the geveral health which 
would result. Governments, municipal 
andnational, hardly ever work as cheaply, 
if they work as well, as private enter- 
prises; unpaid municipal councillors 
could not be expected to give that 
minute attention which would be indis- 
peusable if extravagance were to be 
checked and efficiency maintained, and 
we might easily have to recast our con 
stitution altogether, without the hope 
of any assistance from our Ministers 
at Peking. ‘I'here is indeed less fear 
now, if there ever was auy, that our 
governments would be weak enough 
to consent to China’s resuming the 
government of Shanghai, and to our 
independent existence coming to an 
end; but even so, it is a “large 
order” for the ratepayers to contem- 
plate the issue of debentures to such 
an amount as is necessary for the pur- 
chase of the waterworks. Another era of 
prosperity may set in, when the rate- 
payers may contemplate with equani- 
mity the imposition of such a burden 
on their own shoulders, and it will always 
be in their power to acquire the exist- 
ing works at a reasonable price, or erect 
new ones. ‘I'he question will, no doubt, 
be fully discussed at the next annual 
meeting of ratepayers ; aud there is this 
to be said for the proposal to acquire the 
waterworks ; that it is the ratepayers 
from whom the main income is now 
derived, so that if they own the works, 
they will only be paying for their water 
in a new form ; while the other sources 
of income will be as open to them as 
they are to the present company ; and 
the acquisition of the works would solve 
the question of getting the whole popu- 
lation of the settlements, native and 
foreign, to use pure water and plenty 
of it. 





THE PAPER HUN’. 
4th Dee. 
Tne Consul-General of France and 
Senior Consul, M. Wagner, has sent to 
the Shanghai Paper Hunt Club ten 
roclamations issued by H.E. Taotai 
Nieh, to be posted in the neighbour- 
hood of Shanghai. ‘The Chinese auther 
rities have pointed out to M. Wagno- 
that, while they entertain no objection 
to cross-country riding, they at the 
same time see with regret that riders 
often neglect to pay attention to graves, 
and ride over them, especially at meets 
and finishes. This practice greatly 
hurts the religious sentiments of the 
people, and M. Waguer thinks that 
it would be well that it should be 
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avoided, so as not to create a feeling 
against ‘cross-country riders and the 
Paper Hunt.—T'he stewards of the 
Hunt will no doubt add to this a warn- 
ing agaiust riding over gardens, which 
we imagine the people regard even more 
than graves. The enjoyment of life in 
Shanghai would be very much lessened 
if the liberty to ride across country in 
the winter were curtailed ; and it is only 
fair that this privilege should be en- 
joyed with consideration for the culti- 
vators, and not recklessly. Phe majority 
of riders do not require this caution, 
but there are always some who are not 
as careful as they should be, aud they 
should remember that if by their care- 
lessness they arouse a bad feeling among 
the country-people, all who ride, careful 
and careless, suffer alike from their 
thoughtlessness, 





OBSTRUCTION BY ABSEN'TEE 
LANDLORDS. 
jth Dee. 

Tne great block of native houses in 
Hongkew, bounded by the Horgkew 
Creek, Broadway, Seward Road, and the 
Yuenfong Road, is not intersected by 
any public road, though there is a pri- 
vate road ranning through it towards 
its eastern end, Yuenchong Road. It 
has often been desired to drive a road 
through it, aud the great fire that 
occurred in the ceutre of the block last 
summer drew renewed attention to the 
necessity for some better means of 
access to this congeries of native houses. 
It was proposed to make a road through 
the block, terminating on Broadway 
about opposite the Old Dock, aud the 
land which it would be necessary to 
acquire belonged partly to. Chinese, 
artly to Dr. Hendersou, and partly to 
fr, Thomas Hanbury, Dr, Henderson 
agreed to surrender as much of his 
property as was required, being an aren 
of about half a mow, for the sum of 
Ns. 2,000. ‘I'his was considerably more 
than the assessed value of the land, but 
it included perfectly proper compen- 
sation for loss of rent, etcetera. ‘The 
offer was made on the condition that 
Mc. Hanbury should consent to give 
up enough land to make the road right 
through from Broadway ; aud the Coun- 
cil readily accepted it, condition and 
all. Mr. Hanbury's answers were pub- 
lished in the Council’s minutes on 
Wednesday. On the 16th of Novem 
ber his agents wrote to the Council 
that Mr. Hanbury would surrender the 
land required for 'I'ls. 3,500, which is 
at the rate of over 'I'ls. 11,000 a mow, 
the assessed value being 'T'ls. 5,000. 
Exorbitant as this was, considering the 
advantage that a good road would have 
been to Mr. Hanbury’s property, it is per- 
hapsa pity thatthe Council did not accept 
it on the spot; tor the next day his agents 
wrote that they had received a telegram 
from Mr. Hanbury, raising his price 
for this piece of ground, which is less 
than a third of a moze, and part of which 
is already an alleyway, to 'I'ls. 4,500 or 
at the rate of ‘Ils, 14,516 per mow, 











The reply of the Council naturally was 
that they “must decline to purchase 
the strip at the exorbitant price named 
by Mr. Hanbury.” ‘The price asked 
obviously is, aud was intended to be, 
prohibitory ; and it would be interesting 
to know why Mr. Hanbury objects to 
having a proper road made through his 
property, and prefers that his collectors 
and tenants should have to creep about 
through tortuons and dirty alleys. 

"Pwo or three times a year the steady 
work of the Council in the improvement 
of the settlement is obstructed, as in 
the present case, by absentee landlords. 
It is quite possible that on this occa- 
sion, as in other eases, Mr. Hanbury 
may have been actuated by excellent 
reasons, if they were only known; but 
the disadvantage in the case of absentee 
landlords is, that they do not seem to 
appreciate the necessity for the im- 
provement which they are asked to 
assist; they are out of the reach of 
public opinion and that gentle pressure 
towards well-doing which could be 
exerted on them if they were here ; and 
their agents seem never to be instructed 
to give any reasous for their action, 
excellent as those reasons may possibly 
be. ‘They prefer to lie under the im- 
putation of not caring to assist in the 
Mprovement of a settlement, from 
which they derive large incomes with- 
out any labour on their part, and enjoy 
great wealth almost the whole of which 
is unearned increment. 

‘That absentee landowners can con- 
tinue to exercise this obstruction, which 
we are ready to believe they would ab- 
stain from if they were to come ont here 
aud see for themselves the necessity for 
the proposed improvements, is the fault 
of our representatives in Peking. In 
the proposed new Land Regulations, 
which were finally revised seven years 
ago, is one, Article XV, which gives the 
Council power to acquire compulsorily 
land and buildings for the laying out of 
new lines of road and the improvement 
of existing roads within the Settlement, 
There are plenty of safeguards provided, 
so. that unwilling landowners will not be 
deprived of their property unucessarily 
or without proper compensation. ‘The 
proposed scheme must be approved by 
the Municipal Body, it must be laid 
before the Court of Consuls who will 
hear the parties and “determine whether 
such land is required for public use and 
if it shall be determined that such land 
is so required and ought to be surren- 
dered” the compensation to be paid is 
to be settled by arbitration. It is also 
provided that if the landowner desires, 
the Council may take over the whole of 
the land of which they want a part, and 
shall do so if the Court of Consuls so 
directs ; provision being thus made to 
protect a man the rest of whose piece of 
Jand might be made almost useless to 
him by the Council’s taking a part of it. 
‘This Regulation, it must be remembered, 
was adopted at a meeting or meetings 
at which laudowners had a prepon- 
derating voice; it had the special 
approval of Sir Thomas Wade, and his 

















promise to support it; but it remains a 
dead letter owing to the indifference of 
the Ministers at Peking. It might be 
worth while for the Council, if it is 
impossible to get the new Land Regula 
tions approved as a whole, to take ste, 

to get this one Article added to the 
existing Land Regulations, which con- 
tain in Article XXVIII a provision for 
additions and amendments. .

“reproduces with wonderful fidelity the 
sounds as originally spoken in Shantung, 
the primitive home of the Chinese language 
and literature, Of all the many dialects of 
Cantonese, is rightly regarded by 
sinologues as nearest the early Chinese 
with its final consonante.” ‘The Corean 
alphabet, xccording to the official history 
of the Kingdom, was invented in the year 
1447, A.D., and finally revised and re- 
duced 1 its present form a century 
and a half later, It consists of twenty 
five letters, eleven vowels and fourteen 
consonants; but three of the consonants 
have w double ication, mal 
gether twent; ght letters, ‘the 
humber according to the efficial records,” 
Mr. Scott explams the principal features

Corean race is far from being homegeneous, 
and the sources of their language are much 
more difficult to determine than th 
origin, ‘The following is the euueh

‘Coming to connection between Chinese and 
Corea, the student finds himself on surer 
grounds. The successive development and 
importation of Chinese words and terms can 
be traced historically, divided into three 
separate epochs. Corean and Chinese scholars 
agree in attributing to the labours of K’itzu, 

), some eleven centuries B.C., the 
introduction of the first elements of literature 
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and civilisation from the North-East of China 
=the region now known as the Shantung 
Province. The propagation of the Buddhist 
faith in the fourth century A. D. marks the 
second epoch in the spread of Chinese litera- 
ture and philosophy in Corea. The enthusiasts 
of the new religious cult drew on China for 
assistance and cooperation in proselytising. 
Translations in Chinese of the Buddhist scrip: 
tures and liturgy were introduced ; and alto- 
gether a fresh impulse given to the study and 
‘Acquisition of the Chinese classics. ‘The third 
epoch may be said to correspond with the 
revival of letters during the Sung Dynasty 
towards the eighth century A.D. Corean 
acholars and statesmen made frequent pil- 

i ina, and there is no period in 
the history of the Peninsula more brilliant in 
acholarly ability and education, or in arts und 
literature. . 

‘Thus linked from pre-historic ages to Chinese 
thought wad polity, the Corean language has 
naturally followed literary and political 
fluences, #o much so that at the present day, 
fully one half of the vernacular ean be traced 
to Chinese sources. Possessed of a limited 
vocabulary suited ouly to the requirements of 

imple primitive tribes, Coreans drew on 
Chinese for new names and ideas necessary in 
their progress to a higher civilisation. ‘The 
peeuli i 











(es of Corean construction, idiomatic 
and grammatical, have none the less remained 
unchanged, while Chinese has become hard 
and immoveable. ‘The genius of the two 
languages, either written or spoken, is diamet- 
rically distinct, and between their roots no 
possible identity can be discovered.

From the moment that the vacancy was 
created by Mr. Smith's lamented death, we 
felt and we contended that Mr. Balfour’ was 
marked out as his successor by a combination 
of advantages no other statesman in the 
Unionist ranks possesse', Though other 
arrangeisents found favour in various quar 
ters, where the question had not been 
sidered in all its bearings, the general opinion 
both of Conservatives ant of Liberal Unfouista 
was so decidedly expressed in favour of the 
course we advocated a week ago that the 
Prime Minister’s choice was made an easy 
one. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach explicitly 
declared that he had never been a candidate 
for the leadership, and Mr. Goschen, who had 
been offered and! had declined it’ in 1897, 
generously drew attention to the fact that 

‘ir, Balfour's success had given him com- 
manding claims upon the confidence of the 
party. ‘Yo proved administrative capacit; 
the powers of a forcible and dexterous debater 
and a high unswerving courage—gifts in 
‘which, perhaps, others inay be held to equal 
him, though none assuredly surpass him— 
the new First Lord of the Treasucy adds a 
Popularity and « peronal influence that none 
else, on his own side, es in anythin, 
like'the same degree.” Sir. Balfour can rally 
to him as nobody else can the militant 
strength of both sections of the Unionist 
party ; he can organise their forces for defence, 
and can lead them, with inspi energy, 
against the enemy's position. If he has 
never hitherto been formally in command, 
he has gone through trials as severe as any 
leader of the House has ever been subjected 
to, He has confronted the combined attacks 
of Parnellites and Gladstonians, has carried, 
in the teeth of them, important’and elaborate 
mieasures, and has defended the Irish ad- 
ministration with an imperturbable and good- 
humoured calmness, a proud and scornful in- 
difference to insult, and an unshaken firmness 
that have rarely been matched—pethaps not 

ince the days of Pitt—in our Parliamentary 
nals. He has shown himself, indeed, « 
word of Spain, the ice-brook’s temper.” Only 
the dullest malignity of partisanship can pre- 
tend that Mr. Balfour has not amply earned 
his promotion to the highest position in the 
party after that of the Prime Minister. It is 
‘absurd to talk of nepotism when it is notorious 
that Lord Salisbury could no more lift his 
nephew above the heads of other men, if the 
claims of Mr. Balfour had not been supported 
by an overwhelming body of Unionist opinion, 
than Mr, Gladstone could or would have made 
either of his sons his Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in 1869 or 1880,

Men of the type of Mr. Smith are missed 
after they are taken from us more than we 
should have thought possible during their 
lifetime; and the value of their quiet, unob- 
trusive counsels, aud their calm and amiable 
disposition, is better understood every day, 
when they are removed from the arena «f 
Party strife, Mr. Smith never sought to 
put himself forward, or to claim a lead in the 
Policy of the Government, But he never 
shrank from any responsibility which it was 
clearly his duty to undertake, and the esteem 
in which he was held on both sides of the 
House was such as would never have been 
felt for a man merely of plain business habits, 
with nothing further to recommend him. 
‘Those who have been in the habit of assuming 
that the late First Lord of the Treasury was 
‘a man only of this ordinary character fell 
into @ grievous error. Mr, Smith possessed 
many of the best qualities of  Statennan, 
but his natural disposition was rather to hide 
them under a bushel than to set them on a 
caudlestick ; and though his true worth was 
well knowa to the members of the Cabinet 
it may be questioned if he ever did himself 
full justice in the House of Commons. Her 
Majesty, however, whose long experience has 
mail her a keer judge of political character, 
was one of the few who recognised the moral 
and intellectual powers which lay beneath 
that calm exterior ; and probably few acts of 
her reign, have given her greater pleasure 
than the bestowal of this mark of honour on 
the lady who now mourns his loss, 


It seems te us, sv far removed as we are 
from the actual scene of party strife, a 
reat pity that the continuance of the 
Britian ecle occupation of Egypt should be 
made such a bitter party question, It is 
undoubtedly well for the world that Eng- 
land and France should be on good terms 
but we cannot be on really friendly tern 
as long as this cause of friction remains.

‘Statesman would commit ‘the crime of sur- 
rendering Egypt to England, and M, Ribot 
will himself Gleatly state es ‘much to tho 
Chamber before a week is over. For the 
evacuation of Egypt, the object of the policy 
of Messrs. de Freycinet, Jules Ferry, Flourens, 
Goblet, and Spuller, is also the object of the 
policy of M. Ribot, and will be the object of 
the policy of every French Cabinet. until the 
last British battalion shall have embarked ; 
and, thanks to that unanimity of French 
Statesmen, the evacuation of Egypt will soon 
be effected, whatever Reuter and the Standard 
may say. 

‘The Government newspapers at home 
are up in arms ut once if our evacuation of 
Egypt is mentioned, and it is supposed at 
onee that the Gladetoniana intend to hand 
Egypt over to France. Mr. Gladstone went 
to Egypt to put down Arabi’s insurrection 
and to restore order. In nine years we 
ought to have restored order, and if it is still 
impossible to leave Egypt’ altogether to 
herself, and this is undoubtedly the case, 
it would surely be better to come to somo 
arrangement with Frauce—and the French 
Republic has throughouc shown itself very 
reasonable in foreign affairs,—than to keep 
this cause of friction continually existing.

That we 
have done an immense deal of good to the 
Egyptians no competent observer denies.

‘The funeral of the late Governor, Chang 
Yao, occurred on the 3rd. ‘The main street, 
was crowded onall sides. ‘The hearse was 
a massive and costly affair, and upwards of 
30 different silk and satin umbrellas were 
carried, being presented by thousands of 
people, whose names were written thereon, 
and who extolled the virtues of the de- 
parted. ‘The funeral took place early in 
the morning, and went 10 miles (30 ti) 
that day on the way to Chiningchow, 
where tlie coftin, mourners, and attendants 
are to take boats for the south. We un- 
derstand an Edict was issued commanding 
the local authorities all along the way to be 
ready to escort and protect, and further that 
all expenses of travel should be met by the 
local authorities. : 

After the departure of the late Governor's 
family, the Governor's yamén was thrown 
open to the people, and for several days 
thousands have rushed in to see the build- 
ings, court and lake of this the main yamén 
of the province. 

‘The new Governor will not move in for 
several weeks, extra repairs being first 
needed. 

‘The triennial military examination began 
on the sixth, having been postponed from 
the 3rd, on account of the Governor's 
funeral. On the 7th a heavy rain occurred, 
which delayed the examination two doy 
more.

T have 
heard two reasons given for this outbreak 
and Ido not know which is the right one. 
Some say it is on account of their’ having 
cut off the heads of two friendly savages by 
mistake and that it was to revenge ti 
that the attack was made. Others say that 
it is only their old playful custom to make 
a raid for whac they can gather and take 
with them every year after the second 
rice harvest is finished, A lot of arms 
have now been distributed amongst our hill 
men for self-defence and more soldiers 
have been sent up, ao hope that we will 
have pence nud quiet now, 1 intend to go 
up ina few days and will let you know if I 
ave anything worth recording. 
hore has always been trouble with an 
embankment on the railway between the 
tunnel md Kelung. The plan that our 
railway engineer, Mr, Watson, had made 
and got ssuctioned by the late Governor, 
it was impossible for him to get carried out 
as the mandating knew better and made it 
their own way. After many small collapses 
and a wonderful deal of labour and ex- 
pense used or rather abused on this place, 
a hoavy rain luckily settled the matter Inst 
week, washing the whole thing down in 
such a manner, that the rails, with the 
sleepers under, hung free in the wir for a 
distance of 30 feet.

LENT HAILSTOKMS IN SHENSI. 

The Governor of Shensi refers to his 
previous memorial announcing the severe 

ailstorms with which certain districts of 
his province were afflicted in the 6th and 
[th moons of the present year and has 
now to add thereto the following reports 
which he has received from the Department 
Magistrate of Sui-té and the Chang-wu 
Chihsien. On the 17th of September 
two districts were visited with a severe 
storm of rain and wind succeeded by 
hailstorm which covered the ground with 
hailstones one or two inches deep. Ab 
Nuan Shui-kow 1,577 ch‘ing of standing 
corn were ruined and all hopes of an 
autumn harvest wrecked. At Liu Chia- 
kou 638 ch‘ing suffered severely ; the hemp. 
and black bean crops being completely 
destroyed, but some ten to twenty per cent. 
of the noliang and millet esping injury. 
In the N.E. section of the Changwu 
district the damage done, which extended 
over an area of some ten miles, was rather 
difficult to estimate as some portions were 
not so hardly dealt with as others. Roughly. 
speaking of wheat and sesamum about ten 
to twenty per cent. remain standing while 
of millet and kaolivng some fifty to sixty 
per cont. escaped injury. A report has also 
‘been received from tie Shen Mu-hsien in 
Yulin Prefecture stating that on the 17th 
and 25th of September hailstones of the size 
of dates or chestnuts covered the ground to 
the depth of several inches. With the ex- 
| ception of two villages, whose crops still 
show about ten per cent of standing grain, 
the tract of land between Chang Chia- 
hien and Machia-t‘an, some 36 ti broad 
by 151i wide, has not one single upright 
stalk to show. At K‘angchiachai a 
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‘thunderbolt brought down an overhanging 
cliff which buried beneath it three farm la- 
bourers, 

Asmilar tale of disaster comes from 
other parts of the same district but the 
damage done has not as yet been fully 
ascertained: Memorislist would venture 
to submit that this second calamity follow- 
ing so closely on the devastation from 
similar causes in the 7th moon is deeply 
to be deplored and he has instructed the 
higher officials to proceed in person to the 
scenes of distress and make the necessary 
arrangement forrelieving thesuflerers. They 
likewise have been instructed to determine 
on what basis a remission of taxes ought 
to be made and orders have been given 
for the purchase of seed grain to be 
distribut througheut the distressed 
districts, It is thus hoped that the poor 
people will be enabled to tide over this 

eat misforture which has so unexpectedly 
fefalten them. 

PRESUMING ON OFFICIAL POSITION. 

Ma Pei-yao reports that some time ago 
it came to his ears that a certain Wei Chih- 
yiin, 2nd class Assistant Secretary attached 
to the Board of Revenue, at present at howe 
on leave, was presuming on his position as 
‘8 Metropolitan official and in various ways 
making himself obnoxious to those about 
him. Whilo memorialist was enquiring into 
this matter @ letter reached him from the 
individual in question accusing the magi: 
trate of the district in which he resided of 
accepting bribes and otherwise abusing 
his office. An officer was depute to 
secretly investigate the truth of these 
charges which were all found to be without 
foundation, But it was established beyond 
a doubt that Wei Chih-yiin was a notorious- 
ly bad character who was in the habit of 
forcibly appropriating the lands and houses 
of his neighbours and who constantly took 
it upon himself to inflict beatings on such 
as incurred his displeasure. Definite 
charges of such misdoings were brought 
against him by a military graduate Hang 

sing-yitnn but when these came to 
be investigated by the Kuvichow Pro- 
fect he took up the ground that he was 
an official of rank and refused to answer 
all questions.

MALPRACTICES OF A MMHATARY OFFICIAL. 

Ma Ch‘ao-tung, acting General of the 
Yungehow Brigade, Hunan, got to learn 
that Hsieh Shang-yiian, a ‘captain of the 
Ling-tung battalion stationed in a remote 
rt of the province on the borders of 
‘uangtung, Was & notorious approp: 
of public funds and guilty of quite a number 
of malpractices. An officer was detached 
to make a secret investigation into the 
matter and from enquires made on the 
spot it was ascertained that the rumours 
current about Hsieh were all in accordance 
with fact, and a statement was drawn up 
of the more flagrant abuses of which he 
had been guilty. During the five years he 
had held the post, the number of soldiers 
Hsieh had dismissed was very great, he in 
each instance pocketing their pay and 
allowances, and hiring men and horses to 
take their places on review day. Soldiers 
he had dismissed he had reported as dead 
in order to enable him to draw the 
sagen allowance the families would 
wave been entitled to and if he ever did 
fill up a vacaney he sold it for sums varying 
from five to twenty dollars. His predeces- 
sor left him a sum of money to repair the 
Uuildings, every cash of which he appro: 
priated, compelling the soldiers to effect the 
necessary repairs out of their own pockets, 
The sums allowed for the purchase of 
stores weut the same way and the result is 
that there are almost no arms and am- 
nranition left im store. ‘These statements 
were all conlimmed by a sergeant of the

DISTURBANCE IN SZECHUAN. 
Liu Ping-chang, Governor-general of 
Szechuan, gives rather an unintelligible 
and meagre account of what he calls a 
rebellion on a small scale in the Wan 
district, which lies in the East of the 
rovince close to the borders of the 
iang Hu. It appears that in the 8th 
moon of the present year the district 
magistrate discovered that plots were being 
hatched by a man named T’sui Ying-ho 
which had for their object au attack on the 
district city. He was however enabled 
by the light of what he learned to take 
prompt measures for suppressing the in 
surrection. He was greatly aided in this 
task by being able to use the telegraph 
and thus obtain assistance aud advice from 
superiors. It is not stated how many 

men were enrolled as followers of T’sti 
or if they belonged to any secret suciety. 
‘The principal men had false titles and 
flags of various descriptions were found 
in their possession. Owing to the prompt 
measures adopted by the authorities the 
insurgents were able to do nothing and 
were one after the other caught aud be- 
headed. They had evidently not had time 
to mature their plans aud all they did 
to cut down a few telegraph poles, The 
fair however seows to have disturbed 
little, but as all those 
ned have been put tu death, nothing 
remains for him but to recommend for 
promotion or rewards the officers who were 
instrumental in bringing about this happy 
result.

Fu Juu calls attention to the fact that it 
is of the greatest importance that the walls 
of cities should be kept in « proper state 
of repair, in order that they may serve the 
purposes for which they were intended, 
| namely to protect the public buildings, and 
the dwellings of the people against attacks 
from outside. It is on record that when 
after the rebellion, certain of the gentry 
subscribed funds for repairs to city walls, 
the number of candidates eligible for 
examinations was increased, and other 
rewards distributed amongst the promoters ; 
the Board making a stipulation that before 
any such favours could be applied for, an 
inspection on the part of reliable officers of 
high rank must first take place, who must 
issue a certificate certifying to the nature 

































of the work done and the amount of the 
money spent. Memorialist has now to 
report that in the ‘I'saochow prefect 
repairs to the wails of the district cities 
of Ci'aoch‘eng, Tingt‘ao, Yiinch‘eng and 
Wuch'eng were, with the sanction of the 
late Governor, ‘undertaken by the gentry 
concemed aud the work having now been 
completed high officers have been deputed 
to report thereou, with a view to enabling 
memorialist hereafter to make application 
for rewards to those who were specially 
active in promoting such a public-spirited 
measure. ‘The cost of the repairs is esti- 
mated ws follows :—

YELLOW RIVER FINANCES. 

The annual allowance for repairs to the 
Yellow River during the present year 
throughout the Shantung province “was 
fixed at Ts. 600,000. Owing, however, to 
the extensive character of the operations 
that had to be ewried out, the wumber of 
men that had to be engaged and the 
quantity of material that had to be 
chased, this sum was during Chang Yuo's 
time all exhausted by July. When Ju Jun 
took over charge he enjoined on those 
concerned the necessity of exercising the 
strictest economy and directed them to cut. 
down expenses wherever possible. 

At the time of the autumn freshets how- 
ever there were several places discovered 
Which it was absolutely necessary to at 
ouce strengthen but for which purpose no 
material was on hand, neither were there 
funds available for the purchase of the 
same. It was like asking a person to pre- 
pare a meal without rice, Notwithstand- 
ing the pressing nature of the case memo- 
rinlist did not venture to apply to the 
Board for funds, but consulted with the 
provincial authorities as to the best means 
of obtaining the necessary money. ‘The 
taxes for the time being having been re- 
mitted, and there being no surplus funds in 
the provincial treasury there was no course 
left open, but to appropriate ‘Tls, 50,000 
of the receipts of the Linehing Custom- 
house. Details of the work done have 
already been furnished, and although this 
antount is entirely inadequate mnemorialist 
will do his utmost to make it yo as fur as 
| possible. 

DEATH OF THE GOVERNOR OF 8itANSI. 

Kuei Chiin, the Provincial Treasurer of 
Shansi, reports the death of Liu Jui-chi, 
the Governor, which took place on the Ist 
lof Novemba Ever since his arrival last 
jyear the late olfiver devoted himself 
heart and soul to the administration of 
his province and endeavoured as far as 
in him lay to promote the welfare of 
the people and put down abuses. 
Although naturally of a strong constitu: 
tion he suffered a good deal from asthma, 
The inspection of the troops and military 
camps during the summer entailed a great 
| deal of very severe work which told on his 
| general health and memorialist remarked 
|that on his return he looked very thin. 
| Notwithstanding this he set to work to 
clear off the arrears of business that had 
| accumulated during his absence and con- 
| ducted the civil examinations. He never 
‘allowed himself a moment's rest, and al- 
| though memorialist tried to persuade him 
[not to do sv he expressed his intention 
of likewise superintending the military 
| examinations. Suddenly on the 30th of 
| October he caught:cold which brought on a 
violent attack of hisuld complaint, Twodays 
afterwards he felt so ill that he prepared a 
memorial applying for leave and expressing 
a wish that memorialist be appointed to 
| superintend the examination. While per- 
‘forming the customary oicisance to the 
memorial before despatching it the difli- 
culty in breathing became su great that he 
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was unable to rise. Memorialist and the 
Provincial Judge were at once sent for, but 
the Governor could scarcely speak and 
shortly afterwards pxssed away. Owing 
to the suddennessof theattack he was unable 
to prepare a valedictory memorial ; he 
was just able to turn towards the north 
and, knocking his head on his pillow, shed 
a flood of tears. Memorialist need not 
dwell on his many distinguished services 
which are sufficiently well known to his 
Majesty, but would only remark that duri 

the time that he served with the decease: 

both in Fukien and Shansi, he was always 
deeply impressed with the’ extreme devo- 
tion to his work that Liu Jui-ch‘i displayed. 

His son, an expectant Chih-hsien, had 
shortly before his father was taken ill, gone 
‘back to his home to pass his examit 
for the degree of chii-jen. In this examina- 
tion he was successful but was unable to 
reach the capital before his fxther died. 
Momorialist has accordingly taken charge 
of everything, and would request that a 
successor be appointed without delay. 

DEER FOR THE IMPERIAL PARK. 

Every two years about the 5th of May, 
it is the duty of the Governor of Féngt‘ien 
to send otlicers into the Imperial Hunting 
Ground to capture sixty young deer. 
‘These deer aro then sent to Moukden where 
they are kept in an enclosure and properly 
‘cared for until about the 23rd of October, 
‘when they are despatched under escort. to 
the Féng Ch‘en Yiian, the office entrusted 
with the charge of the Imperial Parks. 
Of the sixty deur deliverable in the XVth 
year of Kuang Hsii only thirty were sent, 
the rowaining thirty being despatched last 
summer, but as one of these died on the 
way instructions were issued for this 
deficiency to be made good in the course 
of the present year. ‘The ofticer who was 
sont this spring reports that deer are very 
scarce in the * Weichang " and that he has 
only been able to secure thirty-two head. 
Deducting the one due on account of last 
year, this leaves a balance of thirty-one or 
‘i deticiency of twenty-nine in the regula- 
tion number. Permission is requested to 
allow those concerned to make up the full 
number in the course of next summer. It 
appears that if the officer deputed for this 
duty fails make ap at least one half of the 
number required he is degraded. In the 
present case he is one over the half, so for 
the time being he escapes @ penalty.

KOOKS IN SHANTUNG. 

On the 15th of October an_ Imperial 
Decree was issued directing Li Huw 
chung to take over charge of Chi 
ody of troops called the Sung VW 
With regard to these instructions Fujun, 
the present Governor of Shantung, points 
out that the Sung Wu-chiin consists of 
two battalions of cavalry and nine of 
infantry, Sun Chin-piao, General of the 
Hanchung Brigade, with four battalions of 
infantry having been hitherto stationed at 
Chefoo, and the remainder under Wang 
‘Te-k‘uei, a provincial Commander-in- 
chief, having been distributed at Chiao- 
chow and along the coast. In the 8th 
moon of the present year Chang Yao ordered 
Li Fu-yiin, the Brigade General in charge of 
the Hsiang Wuchiin, to convert a troop of 
250 horse under his orders into a regiment 
of infantry 500 strong. ‘The difference in 
pay it was said would not be very great 
and instructions were given to have the 
horses sold. On his return to the pro- 
vineial capital Chang Yao learned of the 
disturbances on the Kiangsu frontier 
caused by the armed outbreak of Chou 
Wen-hou in the Pechow and Such‘ien 
districts, and_at once ordered the troops 
under Wang Te-k‘uei to proceed to T'sao- 
chow and Yenchow, these being two pre- 
fectures iti which brigandage and lawlessness: 
have ever flourished. Before he had time, 
however, to report these arrangements to 
the Throne he died. Memorialist would 
submit that it would be most inexpedient 






























just at the beginning of winter, when bad 
characters are most prone to commence 
their nefarious operations, to denude the 
interior of troops who could easily hold 
them in check, and has accordingly retained 
the troops in their present positions. The 
whole detachment has been carefully re- 
viewed and allnon-eflicients, to the number 
of 492, discharged. ‘The vacancies thus 
caused will be filled up by men out 
of the Governor’s own command, and 
when in the spring the necessity for doin; 
police duty will have ceased, the force wil 
of course be again available for maritime 
defence. The spirit pervading the troops 
is a very healthy one; they are well con- 
tented with their lot and His Majesty need 
cherish no anxiety on their account. 
LACK OF COKONERS IN MONGOLIA. 

Some time agy a Chinaman was murdered 
near Urga and his brother brought a charge 
of incapacity against the corousr who held 
the post-mortem examination, stating that 
he had made an inaccurate return of the 
wounds on the corpse. The Imperial Agent 
at Unga states there are only two coroners 
in his jurisdiction, who are both without 
much experience, and in a serious matter 
of this kind it iy essential that every care 
should be exercised. He would accordingly 
request that Li Hung-chang be instructed 
to direct the Hsitanhua Prefect to select a 
person duly qualified to hold pu: 
examinations and despatch him 
delay to Urga in order that this matter be 
thoroughly gone into.—Request granted,

OMINESE STEAMER PLYING TO NON-TREATY 
roRrS. 

‘The Governor of Shantung forwards a 
short report which has been submitted to 
him by Shéng Hsiian-huai, the Customs 
Taotai at Chefoo, on the above subject. 
Some time ago the China Merchants’ Co. 
proposed running a small steamer for the 
conveyance of cargo, between Chefoo and 
Lai-chou Fu, and having petitioned the 
‘Tsungli Yamén, through HE. the Superin- 
tendent of Northern Trade, they received 
the necessary permission to embark in the 
project. The steamer was to receive her 
papers from the native Customs, and was as 
a native vessel to pay duties to that depart- 
ment in accordance with the seale prescrib- 
ed by the inland tariff. ‘The undertakin, 
was started on the 30th of May, 1889, an 
between that date and the 3ist of August, 
1890, the duties paid on cargo carried by 
the ss. Kuangchi at the ports of Chefoo, 
Lungk‘ou, and ‘Taip‘ingwan amounted 
to ls. 5,739.9.3.5, ‘The expense of collec- 
ion, which was defrayed by an extra levy 
of 10 per cent. on thenmount of duty paid, 
amounted to ls. 596.2.4. Tt is proposed 
that this item of duty should be kept 
separate from tho ordinary collection of the 
native Customs, but that it should be 
included in the annual returns forwarded 
to the Board. ‘The accounts of the native 
Customs having, however, already been 
made up complete for the period in question, 
the above amount will be carried forward 
and credited in next year's account. 

15th November. 
POSTHUMOUS HONOURS TO A TAOTAL. 

‘The Emperor acknowledges the receipt 
of a memorial from Wang Weén-shao, the 
Viceroy of Yiinnan and Kueichow, in 
which he solicits the bestowal of posthu- 
mous honours upon Wu Tzit-fa, who was 
formerly Intendant of the Kuei-tung circuit 
in the latter province. ‘The deceased officer 
accompanied a battalion of Hupeh troops 
during the Taiping and Nienfei rebellions 
and did excellent service on the Imperia- 
list side. Later on he quelled a rising of 
the Misotze in Kueichow and exerted 
himself so. strenuously in restoring the 
country to its former state of tranquillity 
that his mame is still cherished in the 
hearts of the people. The Emperor is 
pleased to confer upon him all the honours 


























accorded to an officer of his rank who dies 


from the effects of hard service in the field, 
and has further sanctioned the compilation 
of his biography and the erection of a tem- 
ple to his memory in the Prefectural town 
of Chényiian.

It 
might be argued that the unity he recom- 
mended is impossible. Nu doubt it is at 
present impossible ; but his argument was 
that the unity ought to be effected, not 
that it can.

(Applause,) Several 
of our constituents have unfortuuately met 
with disaster during the year, and we 
could not expect to escape damage, but we 
are pleased to tell you that ample provision 
has been made for any losses we may 
sustain by the failed firs, Business, as 
you know, is very much in the same unsa- 
Uisfactory ‘state as it has been. for a lon 
time, wd, under the circumstances, I thine 
it is'a matter for congratulation that we 
have been able to arrive at such nati 
tory results. I daresay you all know 
money has been unprecedentedly cheap in 
India, and that we have had and atill have 
difficulty in employing our funds profitably 
and safely, Ido not think it is necessary 
to occupy your time further with any 
general observations regarding trade, be- 
cause you are as well aware of its 
position as Iam, but I am sure you will 
allow me to remark that Mr. Givyther and 
our staff are deserving of our hearty con- 
gratulations upon the favourable results 
Achieved during a very anxious and trying 
period. ‘The times probably be! 
more perplexing in our sphere of operations 
than iu xny other part of the world, and 
on the whole I think we have reason to be 
satisfied. I will now propose the resolution, 
which is, “That an_interim dividend for 
the half-year ended 30th June last, at the 
rate of 7 per cent. per annum(free of income- 
tax), be now declared, payable on and after 
the 28th instant.”

‘The half-yearly necting of the share- 
holders of this bank was eld within the 
danking-house, 65, Old Broad-street, on 
Tuesday ; Mr. J. N. Ballen presiding. 

Mr. William Jackson (chief manager) 
having read the notice convening the 
meeting, 

The Chairman said: We regret very 
much to have to put before you on this 
vecasion so disappointing a statement of 
the bauk’s affairs, ‘The bad resule of the 
haifyenr's working is traceable mainly to 
three cxuses—tirst, to the very unusually 
large amount of bad debts, secymdly to the 
exttnordinary cheapness of money all over 
the Enat, aud thiedly to the savers duet ua- 
tions of exchange, especially in the early 
part of the year, caused by the speculation 
Insilver. As regaras the first, I hud to 
inform you at the last two mectings that 
importaut losses had been made at the 
Straits branches. It was hoped that the 
provision made on those occasions out 
of profits would have been suflicieut tr 
meet those losses. Unfortunately the 
liquidation of these outstandings has been 
far more unfavourable than ur advices 
from the branches at the time led us to 
expect. Debtors, who xt this time last 
ear held out the’ expectation of payment 
in full, have, owing to the prolonged de- 
pression in trade which has existed nt those 

and ty the continued shrinks 
resulted in the value of see 












































ic 
nnd property of all kinds, beeu quite unable 
tw fulfil those promises, and compositions 
have had to be accepted from them whicl 
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have entailed far heavier losses than was 
originally expected. Other debtors, who 
at the same tine exhibited statements of 
assets which justified the expectation that 
they would be able to pay considerable 
dividends on their indebtedness, have so 
far paid little or nothing. ‘Thus the losses 
on these outstandings have been far 
heavi womed reasonably probable 
when the difiiculties were rst disclosed. 
In addition, very unusually heavy losses 
have been’ made during the  Ialf-year 
through the collapse of old-established firms 
previously in youd credit, with which this 
ank, in common with the other Eustert: 
banks, has had considerable transactions. 
The provision which, in consequence of the 
failure of these Gms, it has been necessary 
to make, has been very considerable, and 
has contributed largely to swell the losses 
of the half-yexr. Next in importance to 
the losses Ihave adverted to has been the 
adverse condition of the Eastern money 
markets.

THE NEW CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Sir Robert Hart, Inspector-General of 
Customs, has given his approval to the 
plans of the new Shanghai Custom House, 
and the preparations for its erection will 
be commenced almost immediately. The 
new building, which is ty be in the Tu 
atyle, is to be on the site of the present 
temple, the general plan being « capital H 
with its feet towards the east, the Bund, 
and its side along the Huikow Road, 
In the centre of aud connected with the 
main building is to be a clock-tower, 
28 feet square, and 110 feet in total 
height, and 90 feet to the centre of the 
clock face, und for this alone the 1.-G. 
will deserve the undying gratitude uf 
Shanghailanders, The building 
of red brick, with facings of green 
Ningpo stone, with high-pitched ruofs, 
covered with red French tiles, ‘The out- 
side dimensions of the building will be 
135 fect from north to south, along the 
Bund, and 155 feet from east to west, 
wlong’ the Hankow Road, ‘The front of 
the two wings, on the Bund, will be set 
back 25 feet,’ the main building be 
recessed 52 feet more, so that there will 
bes spacious court-yard from which the 
tower will spring, between the wings. ‘The 
basement floor of the wings, which will 
be raised three feet ubuve the ground, 
and will be 14 feet clear in height, 
will be devoted to the tide-surveyor's 
and tide-waiters’ rooms, waiting-rooms, 
Chinese and foreign, post-office, trausport 
oltice, ete., ete. ‘The central portion of the 
basement will be 7 feet above ground, and 
devoted to tingchais, chit coolies, stores, cxr- 
pnters archives nvatories et, On the Sst 
loor, which will be gained by two large 
staircases in the corners of the courtyard, 
as well as by subsidiary staircases, the 
main building will be taken up by the 
General Office, which will be 1 feet above 
the street level, and is to be 130 feet 
Jong, 48 feet wide, and 20 feet in height, 
In the wings, the floors of which will be 28 
feet nbove thestreet, will be the deputy cx 
missioner’s and commissioner's secretary's 
rooms, harbour master’s rooina, drawback 
department, é&c. On the second floor the 
Returna Olice will occupy the centre, 
being5G4 by 48} feet, with au arched ceiling. 
showing the roof beams. The north-east 
wing will bo the counnissioner’s offi e, the 
south-east the engineer's, the north-west 
the pay office, and there will be a number 
of rooms for clerks, writers, &e., &. ‘The 
height of the main building tu the top of 
the wall will be 54 feet, the apex. of 
the roof being 783 feet above the ground, 
Mr J. Chambers is the architect, and 
he has been assisted in the elevations 
by Br. J. M. Cory, Mr. Yangtze is the
